4. (Amended) A method of making a tire rubber component 
according to claim 1, [2 or 3,] wherein the tire rubber component is 
a tread rubber or a sidewall rubber, and the thicknesses of the 
unvulcanized rubber strips are in a range of from 0.5 to 2.0 mm.
